The English mint au- 
thorities deny that the coins are false, but 
have not explained how it comes to pass that 
the said coins contain one-tenth of alloy in- 
stead of only three parts in forty, tho latter 
being the English proportion. The writer 
says that there isa gross profit of fully 70 per 
cent on the operatidn, ana that every country 
in the world is face to fave with this danger, 
though for some of them the profit would not 
exceed 60 per cent. “Every country in Euv- 
rope lies open to'the counterfeit coiner, for 
no customs regu can keep the coins 
out. They will be made in large quantities in 
the mining districts, and can be packed with 
asbestos in iron tubes or boxes and then sur- 


rounded with molten silver to make them 
look like silver bars.” 

‘Mr. Haig admits that there L but one cure 
‘for the evil, It is to bring legal tender 


value of the coins and the price of silver bull- 
ion so closely together as to render the mar-.
